On Terror 

Bush seeks help from allies, 
urges patience for Iraq effort 

WASHINGTON I President Bush said Sunday 
that there are challenges ahead in the war 
on terrorism and that more U.S. money will 
be needed to sustain U.S. troops in Iraq and 
rebuild the shattered nation. 

In a televised speech, Bush said he will ask 
Congress for $ 87 billion for 
the upcoming fiscal year to 
fight terrorism in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. He appealed 
for troops and money from 
other countries, even those 
who opposed the war. 

“We will do whatever is 
necessary, we will spend 
what is necessary, to achieve this essential 
victory in the war on terror, to promote free- 
dom and to make our nation more secure,” 
Bush said. 

Bush urged other nations to help sta- 
bilize and rebuild Iraq. He also urged the 
Iraqi people to step up to the task of gov- 
erning themselves. 

In the face of rising criticism. Bush said 
Americans must be patient during the com- 
ing months. “This will take time, and require 
sacrifice.” deb riechmann (ap)

Investigators Hope for Answers in New 9/11 Tape 


NEW YORK I Federal officials investigating the 
destruction of the World Trade Center said 
Sunday they hope a newly surfaced video- 
tape showing both hijacked planes hitting 
the towers will shed light on why the north 
tower collapsed. 

The tape’s existence was reported by The 
New York Times on Sunday. Shot by a Czech 


immigrant construction worker, it is the only 
videotape known to have captured images of 
both planes hitting the trade center. And while 
numerous videos and photos have provided 
details on the high-speed impact into the south 
tower, it is only the second video showing the 
first strike into the north tower. 

A spokesman for the National Institute of 


Standards and Technology, the agency inves- 
tigating the collapse of the 110 - story towers, 
said NIST is trying to obtain a copy of the 
hourlong tape, but it was unclear whether 
the tape’s owner would turn it over to inves- 
tigators. KAREN MATTHEWS (AP)

Video showing 
both WTC crashes 
languished for years 

N E w YO R K I Just as hijackers crashed 
American Airlines Flight 11 into the 
World Trade Center’s north tower, 
Pavel Hlavawas shooting video out 
the window of a vehicle approach- 
ing the Brooklyn-Battery Tunnel en 
route to lower Manhattan. 

Later, as Hlava continued film- 
ing, the second airliner shrieked 
behind him and into the south tower. 

The recording is the only videotape 
known to have caught both plane 


crashes into the trade center towers. 
The public got its first glimpse of it 
on ABC’s “This Week” and in a New 
York Times report on Sunday. 

Hlava and his brother, Josef, 
unsuccessfully tried to sell the tape in 
New York and in the Czech Republic. 

A friend of Hlava’s wife obtained 
a copy of the tape and traded it to pay 
off abar tab. Another woman learned 
of that copy and talked to Walter 
Karling, a freelance photographer, 
who took the tape to the Times. 

The Times and ABC both 
said they did not pay for the tape. 
Karling refused to comment.

Democrat and Republican vying 
to replace Gov. Gray Davis are both 
taking aim at another issue on the 
Oct. 7 recall ballot: Proposition 54, 
which seeks to limit what racial data 
the government can collect. 

Lt. Gov. Cruz Bustamante is 
transferring $3.8 million in ques- 
tioned contributions from Indian 
tribes and unions to a commit- 
tee to fight the measure, his cam- 
paign consultant said Sunday. And 
Republican Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
under fire for some of his position on 
immigrant issues, said Saturday that 
he also opposes the measure. 

University of California Regent 


Ward Connerly, the measure’s chief 
backer, has said statistics can’t prove 
discrimination, and that it’s time to 
stop being so race conscious. 

Opponents say the initiative 
would undermine civil rights 
enforcement because it would stop 
the collection of statistics that could 
show a pattern of discrimination 
in anything from schooling to law 
enforcement, brian skoloff (ap)

Wildfire Threatens Homes Near L.A. 


HIGHLAND, CALIF. | Aided by rela- 
tively mild weather, hundreds of 
firefighters made slow but steady 
progress Sunday against a wildfire 
feeding on dense brush that hadn’t 
burned in nearly 50 years. 

The fire in the San Bernardino 
National Forest about 60 miles east 
of Los Angeles was 30 percent con- 
tained Sunday after charring some 
1,350 acres, said Georgia Smith, a 


fire information officer with the 
U.S. Forest Service. 

At one point, the fire had threat- 
ened as many as 1,500 homes, 
prompting the evacuation of the 
400 closest to the flames. Many of 
the residents forced to leave likely 
wouldn’t be allowed to return before 
Monday, officials said.

Court Weighs Redistricting 


Colo, case asks how 
often states can redraw 
Congressional districts 

DENVER I A battle over a new con- 
gressional redistricting law goes to 
the Colorado Supreme Court on 
Monday for a ruling expected to be 
closely watched around the nation. 

The justices will hear arguments 
focusing on the question of just how 
often the state’s congressional dis- 
tricts can be redrawn. 


Democratic Attorney General 
Ken Salazar contends the cur- 
rent plan, written by Republicans, 
is illegal because the Colorado 
Constitution calls for redistricting 
only once every 10 years. Colorado 
has had two plans in less than two 
years, one written by a judge, the sec- 
ond by the General Assembly. 

In Colorado, the Democrat-led 
Senate and Republican-led House 
failed to agree on new boundaries in 
2002, so the task fell to a judge. 

Denver District Judge 


John Coughlin drew a new 7th 
Congressional District that was 
nearly evenly divided among 
Republicans, Democrats and unaf- 
filiated voters. 

When the Republicans gained 
control of the legislature this year, 
they approved a map that shifted 
27,000 Republicans into the 7th 
District in Denver’s north and 
west suburbs. At the same time, 
they solidified already-strong 
Democratic majorities in other 
districts, jon sarche (ap) 


Marine Convicted 
Of Leaving Unit 
Seeks Clemency 

NEW ORLEANS | A Marine reservist 
convicted of leaving his unit for 47 
days without permission before the 
war in Iraq will formally request 
that his six-month prison sen- 
tence be reduced, his lawyer said 
Sunday. 

A jury of four Marines on 
Saturday found Lance Cpl. Stephen 
Funk, 21, guilty of unauthorized 
absence but innocent of a more seri- 
ous charge, desertion with intent to 
shirk important duty. 


The jury recommended that 
Funk, who argued he was a con- 
scientious objector, be demoted to 
private, the Marines’ lowest rank, 
and that his pay 
be docked by two- 
thirds during his 
incarceration. It 
also recommend- 
ed a bad conduct 
discharge, which 
means Funk would 
lose his military benefits, a pun- 
ishment his attorney Steve Collier 
said is too severe. 

Collier said he will request that 
Funk receive a normal discharge and 
a prison term of 47 days instead, (ap)

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Arafat Taps Qureia as New Leader 


Palestinians regroup 
as Israel continues 
hunting down Hamas 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I Yasser 
Arafat tapped the Palestinian 
parliament speaker, an architect 
of peace with Israel, to take over 
as prime minister Sunday after a 
day of intense backroom politick- 
ing that followed the resignation of 
Mahmoud Abbas. 

Several leaders of Arafat’s ruling 
Fatah party confirmed the nomi- 
nation by consensus of parliament 
speaker Ahmed Qureia, though it 
remained unclear if he would

accept. Qureia attended the meeting 
Sunday night but did not comment, 
Fatah officials said. The parliament 
speaker “is our only nominee,” said 
Abbas Zaki, a member of the Fatah 


central committee. 

Palestinian officials agreed on 
Arafat’s suggestion of Qureia and 
asked him to form a new govern- 
ment within 48 hours, said Hanna 
Amireh, a member of PLO execu- 
tive committee. 

The developments came during 
a day of heated negotiations set off 
by Abbas’ resignation Saturday. 
Arafat had refused to grant him 
more power over the Palestinian 
security services, capping four 
months of wrangling between the 
two since Abbas took office. 

Meanwhile, Israeli helicopters 
fired two missiles at the home of 
Hamas militant Abdel Salam Abu 


Musa in the Gaza Strip on Sunday, 
wounding at least 11 people, wit- 
nesses said. The army said the target 
was a Hamas weapons warehouse 
inside the building, in the Khan 
Younis refugee camp. Sunday’s 
attack came hours after Israeli 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon said 
all Hamas militants were “marked 
for death.” 

There was no word on whether 
anyone was killed. Witnesses said 
Musa escaped moments before the

‘Shopping Center’ for 
Weapons Found in Iraq 


Missiles, ammunition 
stashed in Saddam 
Hussein s hometown 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S. forces around 
Saddam Hussein’s hometown of 
Tikrit have uncovered a cache of 
weapons and ammunition hid- 
den in a row of bunkers residents 
dubbed the “RPG shopping center,” 
the military said Sunday. 

The discovery Saturday includ- 
ed wire-guided surface-to-surface 
Sager missiles, 315 rocket-propelled 
grenades (RPGs) and 62 mortar 
shells, said a military spokesman. 

Also, two surface-to-air mis- 
siles were fired Saturday at a 
coalition aircraft as it left Baghdad 
International Airport, the U.S. 
military said. Coalition forces are 


increasingly being attacked from a 
distance by mortars and remote- 
controlled homemade bombs, a 
possible change in strategy by anti- 
American insurgents, the military

Peacekeepers 
To Move Into 
Liberian Interior 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA I Liberian 
authorities will pull government 
forces from a main road connect- 
ing the newly calm capital with 
the volatile interior, making way 
for African peacekeepers to enter 
the countryside, the defense min- 
ister said Sunday. 


The area saw 50,000 Liberians 
fleeing what they believed was fight- 
ing between rebels and government 
troops last week. All sides have been 
accused of staging phony attacks 
to scare Liberians conditioned by 
14 years of war into leaving their 
homes, ostensibly to loot them.

LAHORE, PAKISTAN | Government 
and opposition leaders claimed 
on Sunday they have made prog- 
ress in talks aimed at breaking a 
political deadlock over President 
Gen. Pervez Musharraf’s sweep- 
ing powers, including his author- 
ity to dismiss parliament. 

The president seized power in 
a bloodless coup in 1999, claim- 


ing civilian politicians had mis- 
governed the country and left it 
virtually bankrupt. Although he 
held elections last year to restore 
civilian rule, he still wields real 
authority and remains chief of the 
powerful military. 

Opposition parties — led by a 
strong religious alliance — have 
demanded that Musharraf ease 
his grip on power. So far, he has 
ignored their demands. 

For months, the opposition has 
stymied proceedings in parliament 
to press its demands. It has boycot- 


ted sessions when important issues 
such as the budget are being pre- 
sented. 

After talks held over the week- 
end, leaders from the opposition 
religious alliance 
and the govern- 
ment said they had 
reached an under- 
standing on sev- 
eral key points

First, ask your supervisor if he 
or she will point out what you do 
well and what you need to do better.

I am in college, and I want to get a 
job in information technology. The 
only good ones require a security 
clearance. What’s the best way to 
get one for myself? 

There is no way for you to get a 
security clearance by yourself The 
only way is by securing a job with 
the government or a government 
contractor who is doing work that 
requires a clearance. 


I received a top secret clearance 
after passing the Foreign Service 
exam, but I declined the offer of a 
posting. Since I was awarded the 
security clearance, can I apply to 
other jobs that require it? 

Your clearance is no longer 
active. You would have had to be 
in the job and then left to say you 
have a clearance. The good thing is 
that you know you are clearable. 

I’m filling out all the info required 
for a clearance. How much detail 
do I need to give in terms of previ- 
ous addresses — like my many col- 
lege dorms? 

It is so very critical that you pro- 
vide as much as possible. For college 
dorms do the best you can. Put the 
dorm names and room numbers. 
Adjudicators understand that in 
college you move around.

A new savings plan 
lets parents pre-pay 
for private colleges 

EDUCATION I Parents have a new 
way to save for their children’s 
college educations, especially if 
they want them to attend some of 
the nation’s top private colleges and 
universities. 

A consortium of private schools 
launched the Independent 529 Plan 
last week, which will let families 
lock in tuition and mandatory 
fees at more than 220 participat- 
ing institutions. 

Almost all 50 states currently 
sponsor Section 529 savings pro- 
grams, which take their name from 
a section of the U.S. tax code. Most 
of them are long-term savings plans 
that allow investments to grow tax- 
deferred and exempt withdrawals 
from federal taxes when used for 
educational expenses. In addition, 
18 states also offer prepaid tuition 
plans, which let families pay for 
tomorrow’s tuition bills at today’s 
prices for home -state colleges. 

The new plan — available at 
www.independent529plan.org — is 
similar to the state prepaid plans. 
Families will be able to use it to 
“purchase” tuition certificates at 
a discount for a variety of private 


colleges and universities. 

The way it works: Private col- 
leges A and B agree to honor cer- 
tificates purchased under the 
Independent 529 Plan. College A 
has a tuition cost of $30,000 for 
the current year, and College B has 
a tuition cost of $10,000. A family 
that makes a $10,000 contribution 
into the plan this year would receive 
tuition certificates that would cover 
33.3 percent of College A’s tuition for 
one year or an entire year at College 
B, regardless of what tuition costs 
are at the time the certificates are 
used in the future. 


“It’s like a spending certificate 
at the mall ... except it’s good for 
a guarantee of a percentage of 
tuition,” said Douglas M. Brown 
of the Tuition Plan Consortium, 
which operates the plan. The plan 
is set up so a family can contribute 
as little at $25 a month. 

If a child doesn’t get into any of 
the private colleges, the money in the 
independent plan could be allocat- 
ed to another child, rolled over into 
one of the state -sponsored Section 
529 plans or refunded, though with 
a cap of 2 percent per year in earn- 
ings.

I put most of the money I earned at 
my summer job this year in a sav- 
ings account. I won’t be getting a 
job when I go back to school, and 
once I start spending that money 
it’s only a matter of time before 
it’s gone. Would now be the time to 
start investing part of my paycheck 
in a mutual fund? 

I think it’s a wonderful thing 
that you’re thinking about invest- 
ing already. I don’t feel comfortable 


telling you where to put your money, 
but I will say, think low-cost mutu- 
al funds. Perhaps an index fund or 
what’s called a balance mutual fund. 
Now, some advisers will shoot me 
for telling you to think index, but 
these type of funds keep cost really 
low. But keep in mind that when you 
invest you should invest only money 
you can afford to lose. 

I graduated from college with tens 
of thousands of dollars in stu- 
dent loans. I’m going to grad school 
this fall and taking out new loans. 
Can I consolidate my new loans 
with ones I already consolidated 
from my undergrad years to lock in 
today’s lower rates? 

In fact, that is the only way to 
get the new low rates. But please 
be aware you won’t necessarily get 
the low, low rate. When you con- 


solidate, you lock in the weighted 
average of all your student loans, 
rounded up to the nearest eighth 
of a percentage point. 

I paid off my credit card before going 
back to graduate school but man- 
aged to accrue another large bal- 
ance. I want to use some of my extra 
financial aid to pay off the debt since 
I graduate in January. Is this wise, 
or should I keep paying it month-by- 
month until I get a job after gradu- 
ation, when I will also have to start 
paying off my student loans? 

I might wait until I have gradu- 
ated and landed a good job, then use 
the extra funds to pay off or down 
the debt since it’s likely the interest 
rate on the aid amount (assuming 
it’s a loan) will probably be lower 
than what you’re paying on the 
credit card.

In the arts, Sept. II 
evolves from tragedy 
to memory to history 

A RTS I At the start of Sara Paretsky’s 
new novel, “Blacklist,” private eye 
V.I. Warshawski recalls her feel- 
ings after terrorists attacked the 
United States. 

“I’d been numbed and fearful as 
everyone else in America,” Paretsky 
writes. “I only had half a mind for 
my work.” 

But just as Warshawski gathers 
herself for the next case, Paretsky 
and others are getting on with their 
work in a post- Sept. 11 world. 

Two years later, what was sudden 
and unthinkable is spreading and 
settling into history. The wave of 
commemorative books and tribute 
songs is gone, but the attacks color 
an increasing number of novels and 
films and other narratives. 

References to Sept. 11 appear 
both in literary novels such as Pat 
Barker’s “Double Vision,” the story 
of two British journalists based in 
New York after the attacks, and in 
more commercial novels such as

Tom Clancy’s “The Teeth of the 
Tiger.” 

In Hollywood, only a few inde- 
pendent productions have taken 
on the event. A recent French 
production, “H’09”Ol” (retitled

presents 11 short films reacting to 
the attacks. Some have drawn criti- 
cism as anti-American, but the proj- 
ect managed to find a U.S. distrib- 
utor and is now touring art-house 
cinemas. 

New York audiences will encoun- 
ter more references to Sept. 11 in 
two off-Broadway plays opening 
this fall, “Omnium Gatherum,” 
by Theresa Rebeck and Gersten- 
Vassilaros, and Craig Wright’s 
“Certain Tragic Events.” 

The events were making an 
impact on television even before the

Ric Burns’s ‘Center 
of the World’ pays 
tribute to the WTC 

TELEVISION! Ric Burns’s epic “New 
York: A Documentary Film” con- 
cludes tonight with its eighth install- 
ment, “The Center of the World,” 
on “American Experience” (8 p.m., 
PBS). It is a tribute and an elegy to 
the World Trade Center towers. 

Conceived in the mid-1940s, 
constructed in the early 1970s, 
and destroyed in the opening year 
of the 21st century, the towers were 
always more than mere steel, con- 
crete and glass. The proponents of 
the Trade Center saw them as sym- 
bol of renewal and a means of revi- 
talizing the economy of New York’s 
downtown district. 

Others would come to see the 
buildings as towers of triumph and 
even hubris, a metaphor for New 
York and America’s place at the cen- 
ter of a global economy. Certainly, 
the terrorists who bombed the 
buildings in 1993 and toppled 
them in 2001 were transfixed by 
their symbolic power. 

French acrobat Philippe Petit, 
interviewed here about his 1974 
high-wire walk between the tow- 
ers, fell in love with the buildings 
at a time when many New Yorkers 
still had mixed feelings about the 
upstart skyscrapers. “They were 
alive,” recalls Petit, “they were 


vibrating with the passage of a 
cloud over the sun...” 

Petit is hardly alone in his elo- 
quence. Burns has a knack for find- 
ing the poetic in his subject and 
inspiring his talking heads to flights 
of rhetoric. The second half, devoted 
to the Sept. 11, 2001, attack and the 
city’s response, includes interviews 
with Ed Koch, Mario Cuomo and 


writer Pete Hamill. 

TV critics rarely get to use words 
like beauty and poetry, intelligence 
and eloquence in their reviews, but 
“Center of the World” is worthy of

What do you want the viewer to 
experience from your documentary 
on the World Trade Center? 

I want them to experience a 
story which is the unique parable 
of power in America. The build- 
ings were hiding in plain sight, 
and the story behind them — how 
they were built, why they were 
built, who built them and what 
the complicated mix of motives 
were that pushed them into the 
sl^ — tells you more about what it 
means to be an American than any 
other building in the second half of 
the 20th century. 

What vision do you see for Ground 
Zero? Do you agree with rebuilding 
some structure at the site? 

On one hand, clearly we 
should never build a building like 
the WTC again — a building that 
eradicated 14 streets and turned 
its back on the neighborhood it 
overwhelmed. On the other hand, 
we must build tall — as tall or 
taller than before. Not out of 
arrogance, but to heal the skyline 
of New York. 

Other than the physical destruc- 
tion, has New York changed in any 
fundamental way as a result of the 
destruction of the World Trade 
Center? 

I think New York has moved 
closer to the rest of the country 
and vice versa. I also think New 
Yorkers and Americans in general 
are vastly more aware of how inex- 
tricably tangled they are with the 
rest of the world. We’ll never again 
have the illusion that we exist on 
an island: America, safely guarded 
by moat-like oceans.
